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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: the applicant's response is not persuasive. The 
applicant argued that the Khosvari reference fails to disclose a spacing member that is positioned proximally of the proximal end of the 
filter basket. However, the examiner is only considering the portion of the blood permeable sac 136 that is capable of filtering as the "the 
filter basket". That is, only the portion of the sac 136 that is not hemmed is viewed as the filter basket. Hem bond 140 is not capable of 
filtering or has limited filtering capabilites because of the its attachment around the spines 137 and 138. Therefore, the hem bond is not 
viewed as being a part of a "filtering" basket and is located proximally to the portion of the blood permeable sac that is capable of filtering. 
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
